Into this scene of office routine, on 
the second floor of a five-story build- 
ing, two men stepped briskly, pulled 
revolvers, uttered cries of “hands up!” 
and then lost their nerve. 

The next moment, indiscriminate 
shooting had thrown the office into 
panic. Haphazardly, the rattled band- 
its fired into the packed crowd of 
about 50 employees. 


Une of the shots siruck Mias Jose 
phine Fiore, a 2U-year-old stenograph- 
er, in the chest. She died instantly. 
Another hit Elizabeth Schumaker, 21, 
in the hip. She fell with a scream, 
wounded. lTLosing what little poise 
they had, the gunmen rushed madly 
from the office. On their way out 
they encountered a salesman, Samuel 
Winterbottom, 50, who was about to 
enter. He made no effort to stop 
them, but a bandit took hurried aim 
and Winterbottom fell dead with a 
bullet in his head. 

In the office, meantime, $1,500 of 
payroll money was left untouched. 
From the moment of their first shoot- 
ing outbreak, the men made no effort 
to rob the place. 

Rell Down the Stairs. 

Plunging pell mell down the stair- 
way, the fugitives collided with a sales- 
man and the lot of them lost their 
fvoting and rolled down the stairs. 
Regaining their feet, the men turned 
aud opened fire again at pursuers 
from the office. The human targets 
ducked behind erates and boxes. he 
bullets missed. Speeding around the 
block, the killers jumped into an an- 
tomobile and esca The two men 
whe invaded the office had two eon- 
federates, one posted in the stairwa . 
another waiting at the motor car.

No employees of the mill. whieh 
stood on the site where the industry 
was started in 1838, were on duty 
when the fire was discovered, herause 
of the usual Saturday afternoon holi- 
day. In a blinding rainstorm, fire 
men battled the flames several bours, 
the alarm being sounded shortly aft- 
er 3 o'clock, No one was injured. 

Some 200 employees work in the 
mill and will be thrown out of work | 
temporarily.

The mill stood on the site where 
Roswell King, founder of the town, 
built the first factory here in 1838.

Efforts of local firemen to quench 
the blaze that guited the large plant 
were useless, for the fire had made 
good headway before the alarm was 
given. The mill wax located 20 miles 
from Atlanta on the banks of the 
Chattahoochee river, just off the 
Roosevelt highway, 

Together with the home of the mcth- 
er of the late Theodore Roosevelt. 
the mill stood as the most famous 
landmarks of the section, Its feun- 
der came from Savannah and as At- 
lanta grew much of the goods manu- 
factured found a ready market there.

Geneva, June 12.—(P)—Diplomatie 
complications have arisen as a result 
of the arrest of several Italian at- 
taches of the League of Nations who 
were involved in a fight last night 
over anti-fascist demonstrations by ‘so- 
cialists.

The arrested men. who are attach- 
ed to the eabinet of Professor Bec- 
nardo Attolieo, Italian assistant sec- 
retary general of the league, waived 
the diplomatic immunity enjoyed by 
league secretaries. The police, how- 
ever, released them as it was decided 
that they could not waive immunity.

FASCISTS BREAK UP 
SOCIALIST MEETING. 

Geneva, June 12.—Forty Italian 
fascisti broke up a socialist meeting 
here today by rough tactics, during 
which revolvers spat and chairs were 
swung against heads. 

The socialists had gathered to com- 
memorate the anniversary of the as- 
sassination of the Italian socialist 
deputy, Matteotti. The aydience was 
stampeded, women being trampled in 
the excitement. Enraged socialists 
were on the point of gaining mastery 
of the situation when 40 gendarmes 
interfered, enabling the fascisti_ to 
escape in automobiles, carrying their 
wounded. 

Two of the official Italian em- 
ployees of the League of Nations, Un- 
dersecretaries Richetti and Pietro- 
marchi, participated in the attack on 
the socialists. ‘he police said that 
other Italian employees of the league 
secretariat and of the international 
labor bureau were among the fascisti. 

It is estimated that 50 persons were 
injured. The attack began with a pre-

PRIMARY SYSTEM 
ASSAILED BY REED 


Senator Asserts Republic- 
ans Should Return to 
Convention System—De- 
fends Pennsylvania. 


Philadelphia, June 12.—(4)—The 
republican state committee, apparent- 
ly burying all factional differences, 
today elected all officers unanimous- 
ly. There was nothing on the surface 
to indicate the bitterness that was en- 
gendered in the recent primary elec- 
tion. 

An outstanding feature of the meet- 
ing was an attack on the present 
state-wide primary system in Penn- 
sylvania by United States Senator 
David A. Reed, who said the repub- 
lican party should return to the con- 
vention system. 

Money Necessary, Says Reed. 

Senator Reed said the large expend- 
iture of money in the recent primary 
which is now a subject of investiga- 
tion by a United States senate com- 
mittee was yirtudlly required because 
of the “silly mechanism of primary 
elections that was thrust on us in 
a burst of unconsidered reform 20 
years ago.” 

William TF. Mellon, Pittsburgh, 
nephew of the secretary of the treas- 
ury, was named state chaifman with- 
out opposition, W. H. Baker; who was 
in the field for reelection, withdraw- 
ing after a last-minute harmony plan 
had been arranged by the leaders. 
Mr. Bakér was elected secretary, a po- 
sition he held for years prior to his 
election as head of the committee four 
years ugo. 

“The republican party in Pennsyl- 
vania, whatever it may be in other 
states, is a great team,” said Senator 
Reed in his address. “We have our 
rows part of the time, about issués 
and people in this position arid that, 
but when we have finished our family 
fights, we pull together as a team and 
every one of us has no doubt now of 
the men for whom we wil work next 
November. 

Lesson To Be Learned. 

“There is one lesson we have got 
to draw from this last primary and 
that is that this beautiful, rosy ref- 
ormation we adopted 20 years ago, 
called the popular. primary, is an il- 
lusion.

Ponzi, twice defaulted in superior — 
criminal court here, is wanted to be

The sentence result- 
ed from the collapse of his interna- 
tional postal coupon reply scheme in 
this state several years ago and was 
to have been reaffirmed following the 
failure of Ponzi’s appeal to the su- 
preme court. 

The former financier left the state 
in an avowed attempt to recoup his 
lost fortunes in Florida real estate, 
but his land venture at. Jacksonville 
was halted by a state investigation 
and a jail sentence for violating a 
state statute. Ponzi was free from

To Give Atlanta 
Federal Sewer 


Washingion, June 12.—(Special)— 
The department of justice will prepare 
a bil for introduction in congress to 
allow the city of Atlanta to take over 
the sewer line now connected with the 
Atlanta federal penitentiary, which 
has been urged by property owners in 
vicinity of. the penitentiary. 

Senator Harris was informed today 
by Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrandt, 
assistant attorney general, that the 
department had no authority to order 
transfer of this line belonging to the 
government to the city, but that legis- 
lation would be sought to allow the 
transfer, provided that the city took 
over the sewer line and maintained it. 

Recently the section through which 
this sewer line runs has been incor- 
porated within the city limits. 

City officials have been active for 
the past several months in an effort 
to secure a deed to the federal sewer 
in order that residents on South 
Roulevard from the prison to the point 
where it runs into the Llovd street 
sewer, owned by the city, could tap in 
on the line. It has been pointed out 
that the city will be forced to build a 
new sewer line along this route if the 
government faila to turn over its line 
to Atlanta. The city is disposed to 
accept the line as it now is and main- 
tain it, according to Clarke Donaldson, 
engineer in charge of Atlanta séwer 
construction.

Chicago, June 12.—Whil northern 
Illinois was recovering today from the 
storm which yesterday caused three 
deaths, injuries to more than a score 
and property damage of several mil- 
ligas, the weather bureau issued pre- 
dictions of further storms over the 
week-end.

Under a highly efficient system every 
piece of discarded meta), lumber and 
paper, that cannot be utilized in some 
manner in the corporation’s plant 
again, is collected and segregated in 
bins and ultimately finds its way back 
to its point of origin to be used again 


In the salvage of lumber alone the 
process used by Dodge Brothers, Inc., 
is one of the marvels of industrial 
life today, millions of board feet of 
lumber being reclaimed annually, mak- 
ing a saving of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. 

According to reports of the corpora- 
tion there was sold from the plant 
in 1925 waste material totaling $1, 
500,000. Scrap iron, steel and non- 
ferrous metals form the bulk of such 
sales, 

An amount nearly equal to this 
was saved in reclaiming various kinds 
of material for further use in the 
plant. Prices of this so-called waste 
material ranged from $6 a ton for 
low grade iron scrap to $1,000 a ton 
for metal having a tin content. 

So highly systematized is the sal- 
vage department of Dodge Brothers, 
Inc., that the greater portion of its 
scrap iron, steel and paper may ‘move 
direct from the plant to the mills for 
consumption without further sorting. 
The largest item in this salvage iper- 
ation is the collecting of cast iron 
rings, turnings, flashings, steel 
sheet clippings and noneferrous metals. 
Borings coming mainly from the 
cylinder department are carefully 
swept up from beneath each machine 
after each shift of workmen, placed 
in small steel cars and taken to bins 
for future delivery, or hoisted direct 
into railroad freight cars for immedi- 
ate shipment to furnaces. 

Great quantities of turnings and. 
drillings, resulting from machining’ 
of forgings and making screw machine 
parts, are transferred direct to huge 
crushers where they are ground into 
fine parts and then dumped _ into 
freight cars for movement to the con- 
suming mills. Under this method of 
crushing, freight cars are loaded to

| Magna Charter | 


American liberty is founded upon 
English liberty. From 16C~ ’till 1776 


we were Englishmen. If our rights 
as Englishmen had not been infringed, 
it is probable that we would still be 
English, as Canada, Belize and Guina 
are English. 

English growth in liberty prior to 
1776 was our growth. By successive 
steps Englishmen wrested the proud 
rights of self-government. Magna 
Charta was the first step. Then 
habeas corpus, trial by jury, declara- 
tion of rights, petition of rights and 
representation 
and representation in the house of 
commons, and in the house of peers 
have made England a democracy 
Otherwise, we might be the victim of 
a centralized government like the 
military tyranny of Germany, or the) 
absolutism of a czar-governed Russia. 

We can no more write the. political 
history of America without its Eng- 
lish foundations than we can write it 
leaving out: the names of George 
Washington, James Monroe, Thomas 
Jefferson and Woodrow Wilson. 

June 15, 711 years ago was one of 
the great days of our calendar of hu- 
man events. On that day, June 15, 
1215, King John, of England, signed 
the Magna Charta at the historic 
conference of Runnymede, at the de- 
mand of the barons who sought re- 
lief @rom royal oppression. It is 
called the keystone and basis of Kng- 
lish- liL.rties. 

Some one has said, it may not have 
laid down any new principles, but the 
signing by the unwilling John marked 
the dividing line between the age of 
traditional rights and the age of writ- 
ten charters of liberty. It was the 
true forerunner of the parliaments 
and statutes that came after. It re- 
duced old. principles to writing and 
gave them a vitality and force that 
they did not have before. 

This charter provided certain rights 
so that justice could no longer be 
sold, denied or delayed. It estab- 
lished the supremacy of the law over 
the will of the king, and has been 
called “liberty’s' foundation.” 

The benefits accruing from the char- 
ter are today the precious possessions 
of civilized mankind. 

One of the greatest British states- 
men has termed it the “Bible of the 
English Constitution.” The charac- 
terization is justified as the great 
charta has stood between the will of 
autocracy and the common people. 

How Day Originated. 

Magna Charta day is celebrated 
throughout the English-speaking 
world as a memori.l to the funda- 
mental unity of purpose of a wide- 
spread race whose responsibilities for 
the future of the world of democracy 
are now greater than ever before. 

The idea originated in the United 
States of America, arising from a 

lea of J. W. Hamilton; of St. Paul. 
Minn., for a further strengthening of 
the bond of friendship and good will 
among the English-speaking nations, 
whose ideals of justice and govern- 
ment are drawn so generously from 
the principles laid down in Magna 
Charta 600 years before our Declara- 
tion of Independence was promulgat- 
ed and before the American constitu- 
tion became an established fact.

possessions this gift of liberty an in- 
heritance from our forefathers. This 
love of liberty brought about in course 
of time the war of the American revo- 
lution. and the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the war of 1812, which 
made America the freest country on 
God's earth, the refuge of the op- 
pressed and the land of the free and 
the home of the brave. 

Our forefathers invoked the death- 
less basic principles of Magna Charta 
when they declared their independence 
and when they planted the firm rock 
of the American constitution. 
| The general assembly of the Pres- 
bsterian church at Toronto, Canada, 
unanimously approved the plan of the 
annual commemoration. also the bish- 
ops of the American Methodist church 
at their meeting at Portland, Ore., in- 
dorsed it in 1921. : 

‘Leaders of thought in the United 
States have expressed the view that 
the finest service the people of the 
seyen English-speaking nations can 
render to the world at this hour is to 
make themselves better understood to 
each other.

The Georgia Bay in the cloister of 
the colonies of the Washington Me- 
morial capter at Valley Forge was 
dedicated recently in the presence of 
members of patriotic societies, citizens 
of Georgia and distinguished guests. 
Mrs. N. Howland Brown, state re- 
gent of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
ean Revolution in Pennsylvania:

Mrs. -Codington made an able ad- 
dress in which she gave the history 
of Georgia’s effort to honor its heroes 
in a worthy manner at Valley Forge.

so is helping two excellent ventures 
in this way. Mrs. J. M. High has 
placed the building at the disposal 
of the Peachtree church and the home 
for girls. The 12 circles of. the so- 
ciety are in charge different days and 
cut down thus the amount of servant 
hire.

This assumption that Borah is mak- 
ing a bid for the presidency comes on 
every occasion when Borah does some- 
thing striking—and these occasions 
are quite frequent. Hardly less than 
five or six times a year the newspa- 
per headlines carry something about 
Borah being out for the presidency 


‘and the commentators write gravely 


‘about well laid plans of the Idaho 


senator to get the republican nomina- 
‘tion or to run independently. 


Now, these past predictions and as- 
sumptions are history—something like 


la hundred of them-over a period of 


some eighteen years. And equally it 
is obvious’ history that Borah has 
never become a candidate dor the 
presidency and has never been put for- 
ward formally for the presidency by 
any organized group—in short,. that 
Borah bas never been president, nor 
tangibly a candidate for president, 
nor visibly on the way to be president. 
During the five presidential campaigns 
that have come and gone since Borah 
emerged into public life he has never 
at any time been anywhere except 
iniles away from the nomination, 


facts as the best basis for the perilous 
business of prediction, speculation and 
assumption we shall be obliged to 
start with the record, which is that at 
no time since Senator Borah has been 
in public life has he been a candidate 
for the presidency,*and that at no 
time has he taken a step which could 
be interpreted, in the light of attend- 
ing of subsequent events, as part of a 
conscious plan to reach the white 
house. Past gestures of his have 
looked, at the time he made them, as 
much like bids for the presidency as 
his recent prohibition speech. Past 
gestures of his have been. widely in- 
terpreted at the time as the beginnings 
of a movement toward the presidency. 
But when interpreted in the light of 
subsequent events it is seen they did 
not turn out to have been that. If 
we confine ourselves to this basis 


consjder that probably all the present 
intimations about Borah making a 
bid for the presidency himself, or he- 
ing put forward for the presidency by 
any potential group, are of the same 
piece with the past ones. And, in 
addition, for a special reason to be 
mentioned in a movement, the prohi- 
bitionists are less likely to put Borah 
forward for the presidency than some 
other groups that have nibbled at the 
idea in the past. 


More broadly, it is safe to say that 
probably Borah never will be presi- 
dent. -It is more safe to say that he 
will never consciously try for the 
presidency—will never take steps di- 
rected toward it. I have used the 
word “steps.” not “a step.” VDroba- 
bly he will frequently take, as he fre- 
quently has taken, one step that looks 
like an advance toward the presiden- 
ey——that may even actually be a sub- 
stantial step toward the presidency. 
But what .will baffle the future pre- 
dicters and assumers, as it has dis- 
proved the past ones, is the fact that 
Borah doesn't take the second step, 
doesn’t take two steps in sequence 
toward the goal which observers as- 
sume to be his. 

It is a little more difficult but al- 


most equally safe ta say that Borah 
will never be put forward for. the 
presidency by any group. 

The reasons lie in Borah’s tempera- 
ment, his intellectual processes, his 
attitude toward publie problems. Most 
of all the reason lies in Borah's at- 
titude toward politicians, his attitude 
toward all sorts of political promoters, 
professionals or amateurs, well mean- 
ing or otherwise. 


It is common, in frying to describe 
Borah or any man like him, to say 
that he is a “lone fighter.’ The word 
“lone” turns up probably more often 
than any other one word in attempts 
to describe. Borah and his attitude 
toward the world. Another figure cf 
speech frequently used about him is 
that he “plows a lonely furrow.” 

All these fieures of speech, however, 
imply a kind of dramatic loneliness, 
a self-conscious detachment, deliber- 
ately self-imposed. And that is not 
true of Borah. There is no man in 
the senate more genial, in the accu- 
rate sense, than Borab. He is really 
a genial and friendly person. 

It is worth observing that Borah 
never fights men, but always issues. 
Borah never ends a fight with some- 
body “not speaking to him.” 


If we confine ourselves to these past }.

It is all a part of the picture of 
the true Borah to assume—az it prob- 
ably can be assuméd—that he never 
gives thought to the presidency. One 
could make a. safe bet that Borah nev- 
er gave two minutes of his time to 
balancing the presidency against some 
other course of action. The presi- 
dency, necessarily, is always the dis- 
tant issue; the other, whatever it 
may be at the moment, is immediate. 
And between the distant and the im- 
mediate, he will always take the im- 
mediate. He can’t help himself. That 
is his nature. Borah just does or 
.Says what it occurs to: him to say or 
do—and does it at the time it occurs 
to him. He launches himself off, or 
is launched off, by his essential na- 
ture, on a train of thought, and fol- 
lows it through until the subject 
ceases to be important. 

It is just conceivable and a consist- 
ent part of the picture that some day 
this law of Borah’s nature will lead 
him to the conclusion that he is called 
on to say he is a candidate for the 
presidency. If it should occur to him 
in just that way the thing would he 
said just as inevitably as the other 
things that Borah says and does. It 
is just conceivable also that under 
some set of hypothétical circum- 
stances a sufficient number of voters 
might rally around Borah and vote him 
into the white house. But Borah 
would not get to the white house. 
nevertheless, because being made 
president of the United States is a 
matter of organization, committees, 

arty officials, formal platforms, and 
orah would not have progressed 
5 per eent of the path toward the 
white house before the committees 
and the party managers and organiza- 
tion officials would have discovered 
that it is impossible to get from Bo- 
rah the understandings, the promises, 
the obligations, the implications, or 
the pledges to do this or not to do that 
—without which no man can become 
president. 

Borah himself almost certainly has 
never thought of himself in the presi- 
dency, has nevet balanced the. presi- 
dency as a future goal against other 
or more immediate lines of action, 
But if Borah does not visualize him- 
self in the presidency, others can. 
You cannot dwell on the picture of 
Borah in the white house very long 
without being likely to conclude the 
picture is impossible on _ essential 
grounds, certainly undesirable from 
the standpoint of Borah, and proba- 
bly undesirable from the standpoint 
of the country. | 

The number of men in the Wnited 
States who would make reasonably sat- 
isfactory presidents is far greater 
than the number who could Ee Bo- 
rahs. In our own generation, in the 
twenty-five years since 1900, we have 
had five presidents, and at least five 
more whom one party or the other 
regarded as able to be president, and 
probably a very large number who 
would have made good presidents. But 
in that period there has never been 

uite any duplicate or equivalent of 

ah. Other men may have been 
better, according to individual stand- 
ards of judgment; other men may 
have been very useful in their fields; 
other men may have contributed ser- 
vices equally valuable, or more so— 
it is futile to try to make compari- 
son between things that have no com- 
mon basis for comparison. But 
there has not heen any other Borah. 

Borah’s position in America and in 
the world is unique. Among other 
things, Borah, as it is, fills some- 
thing like half the functions of .the 
presidency, and, on the whole the half 
which it is less easy to find a man 
to fill. The presidency, in the Ameri- 
ean form of government, and in the 
way America does things, has a don- 
ble function. One is to attend to the 
executive functions of the government ; 
the other is to be the spokesman of 
causes. By this latter is meant the 
function of devoting concentrated 
thought to public questions and 
thereafter giving leadership to the 
people by stating well thought out 
and acceptable conclusions in eloquent 
and simple words. 

It is one of the disadvantages of our 
system of government that these two 
functions are almost inconsistent. A 
man who is a good executive, who can 
keep the machinery of the government 
going acceptably, who can devote time 
to seeking good men to appoint to of- 
fices for which they are appropriate; 


who ean, in short. act as an efficient 
general manager of the public business 
of the United States, auch a man rare- 


‘ly has, in addition to this quality, the 


other form of ability, the ability to 
give prolonged and deep-searching 
thought to the abstractions of intel- 
lectual issues. 

And even when it happens, as it 
dées happen, although rarely, that one 
man has both these capacities—even 
in that happy event it is difficult for 
the man to function in both capacities. 
One function or the other consumes all 
the energy of which he is capable. It 
is almost impossible to a the two 
functions along together. If a man 
is functioning well as an administrator 
it is almost impossible for him at the 
same time to function in the world of 
prolonged thought.

SUNDAY HEALTH TALKS 


BY WM. BRADY, M. D. 


In talks about the gall recently I 
got going strong, and wound up by 
comparing the Lyon method of so- 
called “non-surgical biliary drainage” 
with one of Rube Goldberg's machines. 

Now I am only a self-constituted 
referee or umpire in this game. I can 


say with my hand on my precordium 
that I have never in my life drained 
any poor soul’s gall bladder surgically 
or non-surgically, although when I 
was young and credulous I used to 
imagine I was sort of draining some 
of them. 

About eight years ago Dr. Betheul 
B. V. Lyon introduced a techincal pro- 
cedure for procuring specimens of the 


bile for examination. Briefly, Lyon's 
method is to pass a small tube into 
the duodenum—it is just a refinement 
of the “stomach pump”’—and to inject 
through the tube a solution of Epsom 
salt, which presentl, induces contrac- 
tions of ‘the gall bladder and the emp- 
tving of the contents of the gall-blad- 
der into the duodenum, whence the 
material is drawn out through the 
duodenal tube. The purpose of this 
procedure was to procure uncontami- 
nated bile just as it came from the 
biliary tract. Bacteriological and 
chemical anaylsis of such bile gave 
valuable evidence for diagnosis. 

Thousands of patients with peptic 
(gastric, stomach) or duodenal ulcer 
have been fed with a duodenal tube, 
which these lucky souls “wear” for 
days at a stretch while undergoing the 
non-surgical treatment of ulcer. This 
duodenal feeding and the duodenal 
tube were introduced by Dr. Max 
Einhorn. 

Physicians who employed the duo- 
denal tube in procuring bile specimens 
for diagnosis observed that patients 
suffering from chronic cholecystitis 
(gall-bladder inflammation) and other 
gall-tract diseases experienced some 
benefit from the application of the 


mode of treatment. Certainly it ex- 
cited the ejection or discharge of bile 
into the duodenum, and the doctors 
thought that this tended to prevent re- 
absorption of germs and their poisons 
‘nto the blood through the lining of 
the gall-tract, and as the bile was 
drawn out through the tube there was 
likewise less chance for reabsorption 
through the intestine. ; 
Then along came the physiologists 
and a group of clinical roentgenolog- 
ists asservating that Dr. Lyon’s “non- 


surgical drainage of the gall-bladder”’ 
was unnecessarily complicated—may 

say Goldbergan? They told us in no 
timid terms that the gall bladder ejects 
its contents into the duodenum as 
promptly and as completely when the 
normal chyme (you know we ¢all your 
food chyme when the stomach has fin- 
ished with it) passed from the stomach 
as it does when the Epsom salt solu- 
tion is admistered through the duo- 
denal tube. For a dreadful few mo- 
ments after Professor Carlson and 
Drs. Boyden and Whitaker had hurled 
this bomb into the avunual medical ju- 
bilee there was a profound and shud- 
dering silence; the Lyon couchant. 

Then up spake a doughty old war- 
rior who didnt care a great many 
hoots for the mere laboratory students 
and their researches. He was satisfied 
that Lyon's method had given great 
relief in his thousand cases. Crowd- 
ing close behind him came about 600 
‘other clinicians, each with anywhere 
from a thousand to a million “non- 
surgical drainages” on his conscience, 
all broadly hinting that the place for 
mere Iaboratory research men was iD 
the laboratory. 

Seriously, it created a most trying 
situation. I am not only a self- 
constituted umpire or referee of such 
battles, but also a reporter. Yet some- 
how I am handicapped with 2 foolish 
sense of responsibility, be- 
cause, unlike ordinary

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Dr. George M. Niles, Atlanta, whose 
work on the diagnosis and treatment 
of digestive diseases is a modern med- 
ical elassic, is a prominent advocate 


of non-surgical biliary drainage, and 
among the conditions in Which he 
urges its value are periodic sick head- 
aches (migraine), chronic cholecystitis 
(gall bladder inflammation), some 
cases of gall ‘stones (either to prepare 
for operation or to give comfort when 
operation is not feasible), in certain 
cases of infectious arthritis (when the, 
gall sac is the probable focus of infec- 
tion), In recording his experience 
with the method Dr. Niles reminds us 
that “the function of the bile is prac- 
tically unknown.” That is unfortu- 
nately so. We think thebile aids in 
the digestion and absorption of fats, 
and we used to think the bile had some 
antiseptic property which tended ‘to 
prevent undue putrefaction in the in- 
testine, but the latest scientific view 
does not warrant ths belief. 

Who knows but that Rube Goldbere 
may oue day be hailed as the discover- 
er of perpetual motion or some such 
thing ? 

Let us leave the Lyon method ram- 
pant. Time will tell.

Erysipelas. 

Please advise what causes erysipelas 
and give advice how to treat same and 
oblige (G. EF.) 

Answer—Erysipelas is a serious in- 
fectious disease caused by a virulert 
streptococcus. Such a disease de- 
mands medical attendance, and strict 
isolation of the patient to prevent th2 
spread to olher persons. 


Tuberculosis in the Family. 


Is it advisable for a girl to keep 
company with a young man whose 
mother’s sister and a brother died of 
tuberculosis? (Mrs. J. C. J.) 


Answer—Every family has a case of 
tuberculosis now and then, the disease 
being so common that by the law of 
chance no family can go seot free for 
more than a generation or two. It 
doesn't matier if every other member 
of the young man’s family has died of 
tubercniloxis. If he bas not the dis- 
ease himseif it is not a bar to mar- 
riage. The young man should submit 
to the young woman's parent or guar- 
dian his health certificate. from a 
physician the parent of guardian 
relies on, when the young man asks 
consent to marry.

certificate. If a young man fails to 
present such a_i certificate when 
he seeks a parent’s consent, that should 
be taken as rather suspicious.

West secured nine tricks. 

The bidding was remarkable and 
some of it bad. The proposition 
which confronted west on the first 
round of bidding was extremely hard 
and the heart was the best solution be- 
cause he had to say but one. He 
could, of course, have satd two dia- 
monds and allowed East to pick his 
own suit. The no trump bid by North 
was wild, that player’s object being 
mainly the prevention of game being 
won by the opponents. East also 
oversupported his partner. He should 
either have switched to ihree spades 
or kept still when West persistently 
refused to support his own bid. 

The play was poor on the part of 
North. That plaver switched to clubs 
at trick 2 in the hope of ruffing one 
of the top clubs in dummy. He se- 
cured the ruff, but thereby lost tie 
game and rubbér. North should have 
played diamonds steadily even with- 


out the encouragement he would have 
received from his partner on the sec- 
ond trick. It should have been the 
hope of North to compel the dummy 
lo trump in order to prevent the long 
spade suit from eventually making. 
The declarer played exactly right. He 
saw little hope of winning if North 
held five hearts but with only four in 
the North hand two rounds of trumps 
would exhaust South, and North and 
South could only make two diamonds 
and two trumps, which was exactly 
how the deal came out. 


The next deal shows better play 
and rather more subtle reasoning.

No trump looked surer for game 
than hearts to West, as he thought 
East probably had a trick in spades, 
which would make nine tricks of no 
trump, a simple proposition. When the 
dummy went down, the declarer could 
see ten certain tricks and a grand 
slam provided he could win the heart 
finesse. If he finessed the heart suit 
and lost, however, the opponents 
would secure one heart and four spade 
tricks, thereby saving the game, A 

layer never is warranted in jeopard- 
izing a game which is certain, but, on 
the other hand, it is not desirable to 
win by ten tricks when one might 
make a grand slam. The declarer’s 
plan at trick 2 solved the question 
perfectly. Had he made all his clubs 
and diamonds at once, he would have 
been obliged to refuse the heart 
finesse in order to make a game Cer- 
tain. 

By winning one round of hearts at 
once, however, he was able to post- 
pone his decision on the finesse, until 
he had won nine tricks, or the game. 
Had he lost the finesse at trick 10, it 
would not have mattered. At trick 9, 
however, such a play would have 
been fatal. It was necessary also for 
the declarer to get rid of the jack of 
hearts at trick 2 in order that he might 
win the second round in dummy with- 
out using the ace.

The Story of John Revinsky 


hard dollars. 


OHN REVINSKY should have 
ho been an actor. He wasn’t 
cut out for the role of Ham- 
let or the song-and-dance 
man in a musical comedy, 
but as the avenging hero in a 
melodrama he would have made even 
Broadway sit up and take notice. 

However, Revinsky did not follow 
the stage. He was a thief and a mur- 
derer, and in these professions judg- 
ment is the better part of histrionics. 
All Revinsky’s theatrical genius wasn’t 
enough to free him when justice final- 
ly caught up with him after seven 
long years. But it did:save him from 
the gallows and it did provide a story 
that was a nine-day: wonder in Mem- 
phis—a story that is without parallel 
in the records of crime. 

Revinsky is in jail now. Hunted 
for seven years by police of the entire 
country and of Europe, his finger- 
prints finally gave him away when he 
was caught in the act of burglary last 
summer out in Los Angeles. Histrionic 
talent didn’t do him any good that 
time. But his jailers had better watch 
Revinsky. He is a slippery customer, 
this gentleman burglar, with more 
imagination and resourcefulness in his 
liftle finger than six average crooks 
have altogether. 

Out of a Snowdrift. 

The woman Revinsky killed was 
Mae Goodwin. And to know who 
Mae Goodwin was one has to go back 
thirty years to a frowsy, half-frozen 
figure that a patrolman found lying 
in a Brooklyn alley early one morn- 
ing. He picked the woman out of a 
snowdrift, draggef her to the station 
house and thawed her out. A dis- 
reputable outcast, she still showed 
traces of former beauty. She was 
taken before a- magistrate on the 
charge of being a common drunk. 

But she, too, could tell a story. Like 
Revinsky, she had histrionic talent, 
and as the charge against her was 
much less serious she talked herself 
tree. This is the tale she told: 

‘Her father was a wealthy leather 
merchant. Her family had once lived 
in New York, but moved to Frank- 
fort, Ky., where its members were 
immediately received into the best 
local Society.

But she was convinc- 
ing. Tears flowed from her bleary 
eyes as She uttered the words, Papa,” 


He came fresh from 
prison, having just served a term for, 
burglary in the Wisconsin peniten- 
tiary.

The author 
sounds his note of 
alarm in the pref- 
ace, “The revolu- 


tionary unrest which today afflicts 
the entire world goes far deeper than 
is generally supposed. it 

Its root-cause is not Rucsian bol- 
shevik propaganda, nor the late war, 
nor the French revolution, but a proc- 
ess of racial impoverishment, which 
destroyed the great civilizations of the 
past and which threatens to destroy 
our own. 

In the chapter on ‘The Burden of 
Stoddard names 
three tendencies which he claims has 
brought former civilization to decline 
and ruin. 

‘There is first the tendency to struc- 
tural overloading. The complexity 
and therefore the burden of civiliza- 
tion increases with tremendous rap- 
idity, whereas the capacity of its hu- 
man bearer remains virtually constant 
or positively declines. 


The social environment outruns 
the inherited capacity, and society 
becomes top heavy and topples. This 
is for the reason that men are called 
upon to carry heavier loads with no 
correlative increase of strength to 
bear them. 
In the second place, there is a bio- 
logical. regression. So long as man 
was savage, or even a barbarian, na- 
ture continued to select virtually un- 
hindered according to her imme- 
morial, plan—that of eliminating the 
weak and preserving the strong. But 
civilization meant a change from a 
‘natural’ to a more or less artificial 
man-made environment, in which nat- 
ural selection was increasingly modi- 
fied by a “‘social’”’ selection.  * 

This enabled many weak, stupid 
and degenerate persons to live and be- 
get children, while the strong indi-

- vidual tended to have fewer children. 


The reason for this lessened fecundity 
of the superior was that civilization 
opened up to them a whole new 
range of opportunities and responsi- 
bilities. e 
A host of. novel influences, power, 
wealth, luxury, leisure, art science, 
learning, government — these and 
many other matters tended to divert 
human energy from racial ends to in- 
dividual and social ends. Absorbed in 
social and personal matters, racial 
matters are neglected. Late marriages, 
fewer children, and celibacy combined 
to thin the’ ranks of the successful, 


diminish the number of superior 
strains, and then gradually “impover- 
ish the race. Meanwhile as the num- 
bers of the superior diminished, the 
numbers of the inferiors increased. 
No longer ruthlessly~weeded by nat-

,jural selection, the inferior survived 


and multiplied. Such are the work- 
ings of the fatal tendency to biologi- 
cal regression which has blighted past 
civilizations. 


There is yet another destructive

“atavistic revolt.”

the early days of English history. 

Today Revinsky is in prison to 
serve the rest of his twenty-year sen- 
tence. The eyes of the law are con- 
stantly upon him and jailers are not 
responsive to simple eloquence. If 
Broadway had known of  Revinsky 
eailier it raight have Claimed him for 
its own. But he is 36 now, and when 
he gets out he will be an old man— 
too old to indulge in any more his- 
trionics.
